December 7, 1941, America 
was shocked by the Japanese sneak attack. The United 
States was suddenly plunged into a devastating war.

The past five years have changed the world as has 
no other comparable period in history. Five years ago 
today the University was complacent in its outlook.

1941. America was by dint ol war activities Just 

There was a feeling 
that the diplomats would smooth out- our differences 
with Japan. The war in Ehirope seemed far removed 
from fraternity gatherings that night. 

However, Monday morning found classes filled 
with a grave student body — stunned by the declara- 
tion of war. Classes were dismissed to hear President 
Roosevelt’s message to Congress and the world. For

• COLONEL HAROLD F. Harding, 
professor of public speaking at the 
University, now on war service 
leave with the armed forces was 
awarded a Legion of Merit (or “ex- 
ceptionally meritorious services 
from September 25, 1944 to Sep- 
tember 2, 1945." 

Colonel Harding was responsible 
for organizing, training, and direct- 
ing the staff which provided re- 
placement aupport for operations 
against the Japsnese. Colonel Hard- 
ing's clUUon reads. In part: 
"Through his qualities of foresight, 
diplomacy, military proflclency, and 
continuous devotion to duly. Col- 
onel Harding was of material Im- 
porUnce to the victory of our 
forces in the Pacifle." 

He arrived overseas In January, 
1942. He previously served as As- 
sistant G-1, Army Forces Paclflc 
Ocean Areas, and as commanding 
ofllcer of tha 16th Coait ArtIUery. 
a part of the harbor defense of 
Honolulu. For his conspicuous per- 
formance In these assignments, he 
was awarded a Bronze Star Medal. 

Colonel Harding has had an out- 
standing educational background, 
having received his AB from Ham- 
ilton CoUege In '25. and hli MA In 
'29. and hla Ph.D. In '37 from Cor- 
neU University. Upon discharge, he 
plans to return to the University 
to resume hli position as professor 
of public speaking.

Over Moccasin-Clad Students 


Did Too Know . . . 

• THAT the Law School Is the old- 
est In the Dietrlct. It was estab- 
lished In 1826. disbanded the follow- 
Ing year, and reestablished In 1865. 

It was the first school to estab- 
lish graduate claaces.

• WHILE IT IS NOT widely known, the original of the statue of 
George Washington which stands in the lobby of the University, 
Library has a past almost as exciting as that of Washington Itself. 

Work was started on the original In 1785 by a famous French 
artist, Jean Antoine Houdon, at the request of the Virginia 
Auembly. Although It w«, planned 
that he work from a portrait. Hou- 
don came to America especially to 
see Washington. The artist was 
very enthusiastic about his subject, 
and rejects a commiuion from 
C:atherine of Russia in order to un- 
dertake the work. 

•The Journey to America, made by 
Houdon in the company of Bcn- 
^min Franklin, took nearly three 
months, and upon hit arrival the 
■artist found that hit materials were 
still on the high seas. 

Finally assembling the necessary 
equipment. Houdon spent twelve 
days at Mount Vernon where he 
made a mask and a bust ol Wash- 
ington. The bust was shown to 
Congress, and was very well liked 
by. all who knew the President. It 
was later cast In bronze, and la 
now In the Louvre In Parts. 

Upon hit return to Paris, Houdon 
began woiic on the life-sized statuo 
wMch was to be made of marble. 

Although the French Revolution in- 
terfered with hit work, he guarded 
his treasure carefully, -aiMl In 1796 
the completed statuo waa padmd

At the statue was the proper^ 
of the state of Virginia, it was Im- 
mediately placed in the oapitol 
rotunda at Richmond. Dedication 
ceremonies were not held until 
1931, when the sUtue was dedi- 
cated by Governor Pollard. 

In the meanwhile, In 1853 the 
Virginia Aiaombly finally gave per- 
mission for the statue to be copied 
and olx replicas were made in 
bronze by William J. Hubard, dn 
artist. In 1910 the Gorham Com- 
pany, which made the repUco in 
the University Library was given 
permission to make oddltional 
copies pf the statue. 

The statue owned' by the Univop* 
Mty waa presented by the ColunH 
bian Women. For a ttme It stood 
on the campus in bock of the Law 
School. Then when the Ubrary was 
flnlslMd It waa moved into the 
lobby, where It atlU stands, pow- 
dered wig. epaulettes and all, gaz- 
ing umperturbably at tha sloppy^ 
Jc^ moccasin clad students of to- 
day. '< ^
